L in Cardston Next Week 


Amateur mitt artists of Al¬ 
berta are favored with an op¬ 
portunity seldom accorded with¬ 
out great expense to display 
their fistic wares in national 
championships competition, the 
occasion being the stagin ff of 
the Canadian Amateur Boxing 
Championships of the Amateur 
Athletic Union of Canada, un¬ 
der the direction of the Alberta 
Branch of the Union and the 
Cardston A.A.A. in Cardston on 
Ma v 23, 24 and 25. 

In addition to the customary 
program of “open’ competition 
in the standard weight classes 
112 lbe. to heavyweight inclus¬ 
ive, for the ftrst time in history 
there will be junior events in 
80, 90 and 100 lbs. for boxers 
under 19 years of age ; and also 
“novice*' competition in 126, 
147 and 160 lbs. for boxers who 
have never won a first place in 
open competition. These added 
events will no doubt prove an 
incentive for the youthful up- 
and-comers. 

Three three-minute rounds 
will constitute bouts in the 
“open** and “novice** classes: 
while the three rounds will be 
of two-minute duration each in 
the “junior** classes. 

In order to qualify for entry 
it is not necessary that tho 
prospective competitor have ev¬ 
er competed in Alberta Branch 
District or Provincial Champ¬ 
ionships; nor is anv boxer who 
ha& romnetad ajul t ail e d to wni 
at the Provincial Champion¬ 
ships ineligible for entry in the 
National Championships.

During the past two weeks 
of good weather, beets have 
been going into the ground 
very rapidly, under almost ideal 
soil and moisture conditions. By 
the end of this week the fields 
will be from 90 to 95 percent 
planted according to Frank U. 
Taylor, Agricultural Superin¬ 
tendent. 

Seeding in the various areas 
where beets are grown is quite 
uniform, there being no district 
very far ahead of others in this 
respect. Total acreage to Lo 
seeded this season is 23,800 ac- 
rec and this total amount hnr 
been planted under almost ideal 
conditions. 

Wheat seeding has also gone 


on apace during the spell of 
good weather. Tractors have 
been heard on every side, and a 
number of farmers have all 
their wheat acreage seeded, the 
majority are on the last end of 
this work and course grains 
and summerfallowing 'will claim 
the attention of farmers in the 
vory near future. 'Increased ac¬ 
reage i i expected this year. 

All in all, the seed has gone 
in under very favorable condit 
ions, and while the season 
is about two weeks later than 
usual, with favorable conditions 
from now on, the harvest is 
likely to be about the average 
time.

WEEKLY LETTER 


IRRIGATE ALFALFA EARLY 


Allalta should be irrigated 
as soon as water is available in 
the canals. The moisture that 
lias been received recently 
may cause a delay in irrigating 
alfalfa but this is a mistake un¬ 
less the fields were irrigted last 
Jail. Il the depth of moisture in 
the soil is measured by means 
ol an auger, a post hole digger 
o r ft spade, it will quite likely 
be found that the soil is dry at 
a depth of about two feet. This 
means that the alfalfa plant; 
have only the moisture contain 
ed in the top two feet of soil to 
maintain them and should dry 
weather ensue, it will not be 
long until the plants require 
water. Then ii it is dry. other 
crop i may require ii l igation 
and in all probability the altalla 
fields will not get their share. 

The practice followed at the 
Lethbridge Experimental Stat¬ 
ion is to irrigate all of the alf- 
&lffl in the fall, i ( possible and 
then any fields* that are not fall 
irrigated are watered as soon 
as the water is available in the 
spring. This always in un a 
vigorous early growth that re¬ 
sults in th 9 first crop producing 
a good yield. This also make 
it possible to irrigate the alf¬ 
alfa while tlie wate r is plentiful 
and then in the drier part of 
the season when every one is 
demanding water, grain and oth 
er crops can be irrigated with 
the smaller streams that are 
available . 

Rig-lit now, if one is undecid 
ed a s to the irrigation oi the 
alfalfa field, the need of an ir 
rigation can soon be determin 
ed by boring a hole to a depth 
of two o- three fret in the field 
7f the soil is not wet below the 
third foot, it is advisable to ir¬ 
rigate. In fact, without making 
this soil test, one could just a- 


boul feel safe in saying that 
alfalfa fields need water if 
the v were not irrigated last fall 
a.nd the time to give them the 
water is in the spring while 
water is plentiful.
